An 
educational drama series, from

So remarkable is the 
concept of the Doctor that has 
emerged over the years that even 
the change in actor playing the 
role has not detracted from the 
character.

WHO KNOWS

THE SHOW WILL GO ON! 

As Who Knows reported last 
month, Doctor Who is going on 
an 18-month hiatus, because of a 
BBC decision to use its funds and 
facilities to “develop new dramas,” 
in place of the Doctor’s adven- 
tures for the next year. According 
to the BBC, the show is due to 
return to the airwaves in the fall 
of 1986, and, despite some 
rumors to the contrary, as the fol- 
lowing conversation with pro- 
ducer John Nathan-Turner reve- 
als, that is definitely true. 

WHO KNOWS 15 there anything 
for fans to be worried about in the 
sense of the show not resuming 
production or of a major shift in 
the cast, staff or style of the show? 
УМТ | don't think there's any need 
to worry about the future of the 
show. It is definitely coming back, 
in the autumn of '86. | shall be 
working on it, as will my script 
editor, Eric Saward. So will Colin 
Baker, so will Nicola Bryant. | 
don't think there's going to be a 
great deal to worry about in terms 
of the future of the show. 

WK Did you have any inkling of 
the production delay before it was 
announced? 

JNT No, | had no inkling before | 
was told, which was just a short 
time before it broke in the press. 
WK What will you and other cast 
and staff members be doing dur- 
ing the hiatus? 

JNT All of us are owed a great 
deal of time; myself, something 
like three and a half months. | in- 
tend to take advantage of that 
time and take lots of holidays, do 
lots of conventions, hopefully. 
Similarly the rest of the team will 
be doing much the same thing. 
There's always about a month to 
six weeks of clear-up work from 
the end of one season. Once we 
have that out of the way, and a 
little break, we'll be back into very 
serious planning for the new sea- 
son. 

WK Given that long break, are you 
delaying planning for the next 
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season, or do you have things in 
mind? 

JNT Some of the ideäs that we 
were going to pursue had we 
started production in May will un- 
doubtedly be carried over. There 
may be some new ones. 

The time at our disposal will be 
spent improving the look and 
scripts to some extent. There are 
nine and a half months of the year 
when we're in production, but if 
you include the first director's 
casting session to the last direc- 
tors dubbing and post-produc- 
tion, that spans more than a year 
一 in fact, its a year and five 
weeks. So there is no “thinking 
time,” we have to think while we 
make. Eric Saward and | have 
script conferences during lunch, 
things like that. So the production 
delay will have its positive side in 
that we will be able to plan, and 
plan without other preoccupa- 
tions. We'll be able to explore im- 
proved technology in line with 
that. 

WK There's been speculation 
that, in addition to the announced 
reasons for the production delay, 
there may be a certain amount of 
politics involved, revolving around 
the BBC’s request for a license 
fee increase. If it's not impolitic for 
you to give an opinion... 

JNT Bill Cotton, who is our man- 
aging director, has gone on record 
several times in the last few days 
in most of the national papers, 
saying it was distinctly not an at- 
tempt to gain public sympathy, At 
the moment, our license fee is 46 
pounds and we've placed an ap- 
plication for a raise to 65 pounds, 
but we haven't yet heard the out- 
come, That should come some- 
time before the end of March. | 
have no reason to think that it is 
connected to the license fee appli- 
cation. (Note: In April, the British 
Parliament approved a raise to 58 
pounds.) 

WK Why did the BBC turn down 
offers to help fund the show, to 
keep the 23rd season on schedule? 
JNT The Doctor Who Fan Club of 
America made a huge offer of dol- 
lars on behalf of its members to 


secure the program's future. Un- 
fortunately, for those who made 
the offer, it was refused by Bill 
Cotton, because he says there 
are no resources available — studio 
space, costume designers, etc. 
WK Given all the extra time, is 
now the moment to really plan for 
that feature film we keep hearing 
about? 

JNT We have been entertaining 
offers from all over the world 
about a feature film for the last 
three years. And all the recent 
publicity, with the demonstration 
of support from the fans and from 
the general public, has fanned the 
flames. It's made people say, 
‘Let's do the movie now.’ А! | can 
say is we've been bombarded 
with offers, we are considering it 
and, yes, we do have the time.

John Nathan-Turner has a 
book coming out in September, 
from Random House, called The 
TARDIS Inside Out, about his ex- 
periences in producing the show 
— backstage anecdotes and the 
like.

Now American fans have a 
chance to aid the search for mis- 
sing episodes. Doctor Who has 
been broadcast in Canada since 
at least the early "705, and there 
was a brief syndication of the early 
Pertwee stories in the U.S. 
around the same time. The possi- 
ble existence of atleast a half-inch 
color recording of one of the in- 
completely Pertwee adventures 
(“The Daemons”) has been ге- 
ported, and the original is being 
searched out. Others may also be 
in circulation. The BBC would like 
to borrow and copy these tapes, 
then return them.

THE MASTER LOG, Part I

He is the Doctor’s Moriarty, 
the man who plagues the heroic 
Time Lord most consistently. Like 
Bellog to Indiana Jones, he is a 
“dark shadow” of what the Doctor 
could be. He is the Master. 

The Master’s story began in 
1971, during Jon Pertwee's second 
season as the Doctor, in the story 
entitled “Terror of the Autons.” 
The Master is revealed to be a 
renegade Time Lord who has 


turned his mind to evil and de- 
struction. For some reason, he 
has a particular hatred for the 
Doctor. It is hinted that they were 
boyhood school chums on Gallifrey, 
the Time Lord's home planet, 
perhaps sharing a dislike for the 
Sterile life of the Academy. Some- 
how, the Master's life has twisted 
that feeling into an intense mega- 
lomania, and a desire for conquest. 

During the course of that sea- 
son and the next two, the Master 
allied himself with a number of 


alien races, always seeking | 
destroy humanity and its protector, 
the Doctor. At the close of the 
1973 adventure, “Frontier in 
Space,” the Master once again 
escaped, disappearing from human 
view (and the Who series) for 
three years. 

On his return іп 19765 “The 
Deadly Assassin,” the Master 


had run through his Time Lord 
cycle of twelve regenerations, and 
was trapped in a rapidly decaying 
body. He retumed to Gallifrey, 


where he murdered the retiring 
President of the High Council, and 
attempted to frame the Doctor for 
the crime. His plan: to put a puppet 
in the Presidency, and use the 
powerful instruments of the office 
to tap the power needed to give 
him a new regeneration cycle. If 
he had succeeded in loosing the 
Eye of Harmony, the black hole at 
Gallifrey's center, the planet 
would have been destroyed. The 
Doctor succeeded in stopping 
him, but the Master escaped. 
More than four years later (our 
time), in January of 1981, the 
Master came back again — still 
seeking to renew his degenerat- 
ing body, in “The Keeper of Tra- 
ken.” This time he was on the 
planet Traken, center of a Union 
of peoples kept in perfect har- 
mony by the power of the Source, 
exercised by the Keeper. 
Answering a call for assistance 
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from the dying Keeper, the Doctor 
and Adric arrive on Traken, only 
to fail in keeping the Master from 
becoming Keeper through sub- 
terfuge. The Master sought to use 
the Source to power his thirteenth 
regeneration. When the Doctor 
and his friends instead nearly 
destroyed the Source, the Master 
used the waning Source-power 
within him to steal the body of Tre- 
mas, a Traken consul, to effect 
the much-needed regeneration. 
But that was only the beginning 
of the tale, for “Keeper” is just the 
first in a trilogy of Master-related 
tales. In the very next adventure, 
“Logopolis,” the Master was ге- 
sponsible not only for the Doctor's 
fourth regeneration (from Tom 
Baker to Peter Davison), but also 
for the near-destruction of the uni- 
verse as we know it. The Doctor 
journeyed to Logopolis to try and 
repair the TARDIS's faulty chame- 
leon circuit (the reason the time- 
ship has been stuck in the shape 
of a police box since 1963). There, 
he discovered that the Master 
has preceded him and that the 
Logopolitans were maintaining 
the stability of the entire universe 
through their computations. The 
Master interfered with that 
maintenance, and both he and 
the Doctor travelled to Earth to 
correct the problem at the Pharos 
Project, which sent radio mes- 
sages to thé stars. The Master 
attempted to blackmail the uni- 
verse and was halted by the Doc- 


tor, who gave his fourth life in the 
cause. The Master, as ever, es- 


He returned in the concluding 
story of the trilogy, “Castrovalva.” 
The Doctor's regeneration was 
not proceeding smoothly, and so 
he retreated to the Zero Room in 
the TARDIS for help. Little did he 
realize that one of his compan- 
ions, Adric, had been captured 
by the Master, and was being 
used to lure the Doctor, along 
with new companions Tegan and 
Nyssa, into a trap. Through 
Adric’s mathematical skills, the 
Master created Castrovalva, а!- 
legedly a world of simplicity, 
where the Doctor's regeneration 
could go on unimpeded by 
technology. In reality, the false 
world was collapsing in on itself, 
and the Doctor and his friends 
would be trapped. Here, for the 
first time, we saw the Master's 
new ability of disguise, as he 
could not resist watching the en- 
tire charade unfold in the guise of 
the Portreeve, alleged leader of 
the Castrovalvan community. For- 
tunately, the Doctor saw through 
the facade, and he and the others 
escaped.
